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Museum needs new building

The West End’s only historical 
museum ‘‘needs a new building badly,” 
according to Beatrice Riggs, president 
of the Chaffey Communities Cultural 
Center Museum in Upland. 

The museum, presently housed in the 
former St. Mark’s Church, doesn't have 
room to display all the items which 
number almost 6,000. 

Construction of a proper building 
would free the church auditorium for 
meetings and traveling exhibits, such as 
the Smithsonian Institution's Bicenten- 
nial exhibit and the Campbell Soup ex- 
hibit of soup toureens, Mrs. Riggs said

Future plans also include construction of 
an art gallery and outdoor theater. 

Mrs. Riggs said the museum preserves 
the history and culture of the West End 
communities founded by the Chaffey 
brothers. The citrus culture is disappear- 
ing fast and there are few traces left of 
the earlier lumber industry, she noted 

The museum has been given two horse- 
pulled lumber wagons that are being 
stored until display space can be found. 

The museum’s April program will 
highlight the wine and citrus industries 
The museum’s citrus collection includes 
more than 500 citrus labels which have 
been donated. 

The museum is working to collect all 
of the old Upland labels, some of which 
are quite scarce, Mrs. Riggs said. 

The citrus collection also includes 
juice reamers (squeezers) and orange 
blossom silverware, both given as 
premiums for purchasing crates of 
oranges. 

The museum also has a collection of 
smudge pots which originally burned 
peach or apricot pits to keep the oranges 
from freezing, she noted 

Many school classes visit the museum 
to see the extensive collection of Indian 
artifacts including arrowheads, baskets, 
pottery and musical instruments

a founded by the Chaffey brothers and exists on donations of historic 
items. 


Older people like to browse through 
the 1900s kitchen which contains things 
they remember using as children, Mrs. 
Riggs said. 

A tiny 1900 cookstove, donated by Fern 
McGill Davis, was originaly used as a 
sample for prospective buyers. The 
stove was rusty and knobs were missing 
when it was received by the museum but 
a volunteer cleaned and replated the 
stove. and replaced the missing pieces. 

The museum also has a collection of 
‘‘sad irons,’ named for the way people 
felt who used them, Mrs. Riggs com- 
mented. While one of the heavy irons 
was being used another would be heating 
on the stove. 

Other home furnishings include a 
hand-carved wooden clock shaped like a 
German church. Mads S. Moller carved 
the church during a long North Dakota 
winter in 1906 when he was snowbound 
six months. 

Younger people who have never used 
stereopticon can view such three- 
dimensional scenes as a Los Angeles 
orange grove, sheep in the Andes and the 
wrecked battleship The Maine 

One of the museum’s most recent 
donations is the Scheu organ donated by 
Dr. Lorin Spencer. The organ had been 
owned about 1910 by W. C. and Henrietta 
Scheu. Scheu made the first orchard 
smudge pots in Upland 


Mrs. Riggs said the museum presents 
monthly programs to bring together all 
different kinds of people. The Filipino- 
American Association of Upland recent- 
ly conducted a fashion show. A Japanese 
program planned for May will include 
flower decorating and a tea ceremony. 

Museum volunteers are planning a 
Bicentennial program and exhibits. Mrs. 
Riggs said they hope to have the annual 
Father Garces ride end in Upland. The 
ride from Needles to the West End com- 
memorates the journey of the first 
Spanish priest who walked across San 
Bernardino County. 

Bicentennial exhibits will include in- 
formation about all United States 
presidents and flags as well as the people 
who signed the U.S. Constitution. Mrs. 
Riggs said they hope to include informa- 
tion on the extensive role of women in 
the Revolution. 

The Chaffey Communities Cultural 
Center is a nonprofit organization sup- 
ported by a small membership and 
donations from service clubs. 

Most museum items were donated by 
people who have no families to inherit 
the possessions or whose families aren't 
interested in the past, Mrs. Riggs said 

Volunteers run the museum and 
catalog donated items. The museum, 525 
W. 18th St., is open 1-4 p.m. Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday

City sets Mountain 
Ave. public hearing 


The Upland City Council will hold a 
public hearing 7 p.m. Monday to receive 
testimony on a federally funded im- 
provement project for Mountain Avenue 
between the San Bernardino Freeway 
and 16th Street. 

The hearing was requested by Hensley- 
Torta Real Estate, Ontario, which op- 
poses the proposed improvements. 

The $950,000 project will improve the 
traffic flow on a 2.3-mile stretch of 
Mountain Avenue which includes 12 in- 
tersections, according to an official 
description of the project. 

Five signals between Seventh and 11th 
streets will be modified and upgraded

and four new signals will be installed 
between 13th and 16th streets. All signals 
will connect to a central computer con- 
trol at City Hall, according to an 
engineering department report 

Mountain Avenue will be widened 
between 14th and 16th streets to provide 
four traffic lanes and left-turn lanes 
Islands at each intersection below 13th 
Street will provide left-turn protection 
and traffic control. Landscaped dividers 
will extend from 13th to 15th streets. 

The project will be constructed within 
existing rights of way, according to a 
staff report. City officials hope construc- 
tion will begin this summer with comple- 
tion by summer 1976 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard said im- 
provement of Mountain Avenue is plann- 
ed in three stages. The first phase is the 
federal project to improve traffic move- 
ment 

Undergrounding of utility lines is 
proposed for the second phase. 
Landscaping and installation of street 
signs will be included in the third stage 
The City Council will hear a presentation 
on the second and third stages April 7, 
Blanchard said 

Interested citizens can submit written 
and oral statements to the city clerk 
before, during or within 10 days after 
Monday's hearing. Blanchard said state 
and federal officials will review the 
hearing proceedings and make the final 
determination 

Maps, drawings and the environmental 
impact statement are available for 
public inspection or copying at the 
Upland Engineering Department

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New Upland bus service

Upland’s new bus service connecting 
with Ontario, Montclair and Cucamonga- 
Alta Loma is expected to begin April 19, 
according to City Manager Lee Travers 

The City Council March 18 authorized a 
30-day cancellation notice to the 
Southern California Rapid Transit 
District (RTD) which presently serves 
Upland and Ontario. 

The new transit system operated by 
San Bernardino County will cost Upland 
“somewhat over’ twice as much as the 
present service, Travers said. 

For that increased price, Uplanders 
will have more frequent buses covering 
more of Upland, he noted. Buses will run 
every hour six days a week instead of 
every 12 hours five days a week. 

New areas covered by the service will 
include a shopping center at Mountain 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard, Los 
Olivos Housing Authority and convales- 
cent hospital and medical offices at 
Arrow Highway and 13th Avenue. 

Passengers will be able to transfer to 
lines serving Montclair Plaza as well as 
Chaffey College. Montclair and Alta 
Loma-Cucamonga have been served by 
San Bernardino County buses for 242 
months. 

Travers said the new service also will 
decrease traffic problems since the new 
Mercedes-Benz buses are smaller and 


more easily maneuvered than the RTD 
buses. The smaller buses also will use 
less fuel, he noted 


The West Valley Transit Authority 
(WVTA), which is owned and operated 
by the county, has not yet set the fare 
Travers said the fare most often men- 
tioned is 25 cents including all transfers 
Reduced fares for children and senior 
citizens are being discussed 


WVTA will provide service within 
Upland on a contract basis with the city 
paying an estimated 86 cents per mile. 
Upland’s share will be adjusted to reflect 
the actual cost after the service has been 
in operation several months, Travers 
said. 

Bus stops, approximately a quarter 
mile apart, will be marked by blue and 
white signs and will have benches. 
Transfer points at San Antonio Hospital 
and at Fifth Street and Mountain Avenue 
will have shelters. 

Service wil! be provided by 16 to 20 
passenger Mercedes-Benz diesel buses 
which cost $23,160 each. The buses are 
air-conditioned and have power-lowered 
steps. 

Start of service will climax almost 11 
months of planning and coordination by 
county and local officials. Upland hopes 
eventually to have a flexible demand- 
response transit system, Travers said.

A proposal for a $241,671 
Chaffey College Children’s 
Center to open Sept. 1, 1976, was 
approved Tuesday by the board 
of trustees of the Chaffey Com- 
munity College District. 

Consumation of the project, 
however, will depend on state 
funding of 75 per cent of the an- 
nual operating budget of $87,618 
for the center. 

The board directed college 
administrators to apply for 
$65,714 to the state department 
of education 


Most of the remaining 25 per 
cent of the budget covers pre- 
sent salaried staff members 
already budgeted for, amoun- 
ting to $16,685

The tax in- 
crease would be spread out over 
a period of two fiscal years. 


About $105,547 of the propos- 
ed tax money would apply to 
building errection and $49,424 to 
contracting costs for contingen- 
cy fees, architect fees and infla- 
tion factors. About $29,900 
would go for utilities, $29,300 
for site development, $10,000 
for landscaping, $10,000 for fur-
